"Farewell  Chime"  in  the  Frank  Underwood  Cup  at 
Canterbury.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Morrie 
Anderson  trained  "Latin  Knight",  the  sire  of  Knight  s 
Affair",  and  this  win  was  part  of  a  long-range  plan  by 
"Knight's  Affair"  trainer  John  Page.  Congratulations 
Morrie,  it  certainly  was  a  very  exciting  win  for  you.

Report  from  Immunology  Unit  University  of  Sydney 

During  the  past  six  months  research  supported  by  the  Trust  has  proceeded 
along  three  lines.  The  first  has  involved  development  here  of  the  standard 
assay  procedure  for  measuring  the  effects  of  Interferon  on  the  immune  (host 
defence)  system.  This  assay  is  essential  for  the  assessment  of  patients 
receiving  Interferon  for  clinical  purposes.  Protocols  for  the  use  of  Interferon  in 
advanced  ovarian  cancer  and  laryngeal  papilloma  (warts)  of  the  vocal  cord 
region  in  children  and  young  adults  have  now  been  approved  by  the 
Commonwealth  Department  of  Health  and  suitable  patients  selected. 
Interferon  is  expected  to  be  available  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  second  line  of  research  concerns  multiple  sclerosis  and  its  treatment  The 
clinical  course  of  the  disease  is  determined  by  certain  genes  for  which 
markers  are  available.  The  assay  for  these  markers  has  been  set  up  and  will 
be  applied  to  all  patients  (now  in  excess  of  400)  on  our  treatment  regimen 
with  the  white  cell  extract,  Transfer  Factor.  In  addition  a  multicentre  trial  is 
planned  for  1982  which  is  designed  to  compare  the  effects  in  early  cases  of 
multiple  sclerosis  of  transfer  factor,  interferon  and  a  control  solution. 

The  third  line  of  research  has  involved  the  development  of  sensitive  culture 
techniques  for  measuring  antibody  production  by  human  white  blood  cells. 
This  is  proving  helpful  in  the  dissection  of  immunity  in  normal  people  and 
patients  with  a  variety  of  diseases,  and  is  an  ideal  system  in  which  to  test 
some  of  the  substances  prepared  by  Professor  Schlesinger  that  control  white 
cell  behaviour. 

In  1982  it  is  hoped  to  make  use  of  the  test  systems  developed  over  the  past 
six  months  for  analysis  of  white  cell  behaviour  in  health  and  disease  and  for 
measuring  the  effects  of  both  Interferon  and  Transfer  Factor  in  patients  with 
ovarian  cancer,  laryngeal  warts  and  multiple  sclerosis.

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HANGOVERS: 


MOST  OF  US  HAVE  BEEN  THERE 


All  sorts  of  advice  has  been 
written  about  hangovers. 

The  articles  usually  touch  on  three 
key  points;  What  a  hangover  is,  how  to 
avoid  one,  and  how  to  cure  it. 

Defining  a  hangover  is  simple  .  It  is 
nature's  way  of  telling  you  that  you  got 
drunk.  Fve  never  understood  why  nat¬ 
ure  goes  to  the  bother,  since  millions 
of  wives  pass  on  the  information. 

Except  for  abstinence  or  moderat¬ 
ion,  there  is  no  way  to  avoid  a  hang¬ 
over  completely.  But  there  are  certain 
rules  that,  if  followed,  will  ease  the 
discomfort. 

First,  stick  with  the  same  drink  you 
started  with.  By  that  1  mean  that  if  you 
started  the  evening  drinking  champ¬ 
agne,  beer  and  frozen  daiquiris,  stick 
wdth  champagne,  beer  and  frozen  dai¬ 
quiris  the  rest  of  the  evening. 

Drink  quickly.  If  you  can  do  most  of 
your  drinking  within  the  first  hour  of 
the  party  and  quickly  pass  out,  you 
will  have  regained  conciousness  and 
be  well  on  your  way  to  recovery  while 
others  are  still  gadding  about. 

Be  careful  what  you  eat.  Especially 
avoid  eating  napkins,  paper  plates  and 
pizza  boards. 

If  you  follow  these  rules  you'll  still 
have  a  hangover.  So  the  question  is  — 
how  to  get  through  it  with  the  mini¬ 
mum  of  agony? 

It  should  be  remembered  that  part 
of  a  hangover's  discomfort  is  psycho¬ 
logical. 

When  you  awaken,  you  will  be  filled 
with  a  deep  sense  of  shame,  guilt, 
disgust,  embarrassment,  humiliation 
and  self-loathing.  This  is  perfectly  nor¬ 
mal,  understandable  and  deserved. 

To  ease  these  feelings,  try  to  think 
only  of  the  pleasant  or  amusing  things 
you  did  before  blacking  out.  Let  your 
mind  dwell  on  how  you  walked  into 
the  party  and  said  hello  to  everyone, 
handed  your  host  your  coat,  shook 
hands  and  admired  the  stereo  system.

Blot  from  your  mind  all  memories  of 
what  you  later  did  to  your  host's  rug, 
what  you  said  to  that  woman  with  the 
prominent  cleavage  that  made  her 
scream,  whether  you  or  her  husband 
threw  the  first  punch. 

Don't  dredge  up  those  vague  recol¬ 
lections  of  being  asleep  in  your  host's 
bathtub  while  everybody  pleaded  with 
you  to  unlock  the  bathroom  door. 

These  thoughts  will  just  depress  you. 
Besides,  your  wife  will  explain  it  in 
detail  as  the  day  goes  on.  And  the  week, 
too. 

If  anything,  you  should  laugh  it  off. 
It's  easy.  Using  your  thumb  or  fore¬ 
finger,  pry  your  tongue  loose  from  the 
roof  of  your  mouth,  try  to  stop  panting 
for  a  moment  and  say:  'Ha,  Ha'.  Again 
'Ha,  Ha'.  Now  pull  the  blanket  over  your 
head  and  go  back  to  sleep. 

The  other  part  of  a  hangover  is  phys¬ 
ical.  It  is  usually  marked  by  throbbing 
pain  of  the  head,  behind  the  eyes,  back 
of  the  neck  and  in  the  stomach.  You  also 
might  have  pain  in  the  arms,  legs, 
knees,  elbows,  chin  and  elsewhere, 
depending  on  how  much  leaping,  can 
eening,  flailing  and  falling  you  did.
